“Be Warmer” Workshop 
Information Is Now Online

Tips on low-cost ways to be 
warmer in GHI homes this win- 
ter, presented for members at a 
November 21 workshop, are now 
available on the GHI website. At 
the workshop committee members 
and friends of the GHI Buildings 
Committee demonstrated a variety 
of inexpensive ways for residents 
to get the most from their base- 
board heaters, to prevent warm 
air from escaping their units and 
to keep cold air from coming in. 

The workshop drew more than 
100 GHI members. Those attend- 
ing said they found easy low-cost 
methods for their homes. 

The tips can be found on the 
Buildings Committee website at 
http://ghi.coop/bldgs/workshop. 
htm. 

Site visitors can scroll below 
the notification flyer to select 
a “how-to” video from the list 
provided, along with other re- 
sources located below the You 
Tube video inset. The site will 
be updated shortly with additional 
information, such as tax credit 
programs for energy efficient im- 
provements and maintenance of 
GHI baseboard heaters. 

The workshop was held in 
the Greenbelt Community Center 
multipurpose room. The hands- 
on demonstrations provided tips 


on how to clean a baseboard 
heater for optimal heating ef- 
ficiency; insulate an attic hatch; 
and prevent drafts from doors, 
windows, wall air conditioners, 
electric sockets and pipe/wire 
inlets. 

For example, one GHI Build- 
ings Committee member used a 
vacuum wand with a brush to 
clean the top and bottom of a 
baseboard heater to effective- 
ly clear dust and pet hair. He 
pointed out that such cleaning 1s 
essential for air to enter the bot- 
tom of a baseboard heater of the 
unit to be heated and circulated. 

The workshop gave examples 
of how to insulate attic hatches, 
a major area for heat loss. The 
simplest method for preventing 
heat from rising into the attic is 
to cover the hatch with carpet- 
ing. 

Doors, Windows 

Many techniques and materi- 
als were used to show how entry 
doors and windows can be insu- 
lated. Products such as foam, 
rope putty and even masking tape 
were displayed for use around 
window frames where members 
detect air infiltration. 

One presenter showed where

Corporal Tom Moreland, 
a 23-year veteran on the 
Greenbelt police force, deli- 
cately negotiates with fourth 
grader Krissia of Greenbelt 
as she decides between pink 
suede boots with pink pom 
poms and a pair of black 
flats with a floral design. 

“You've got $8 left,” 
says the father of two 
grown sons. “You've got 
to put the shoes back.” 

Krissia has had a ball 
shopping. Her basket con- 
tains a plush pink throw, a 
green and blue blouse and a 
women’s backpack. These 
items are all gifts for her 
immediate family and her- 
self courtesy of Shop with a 
Cop, which for the last five 
years has been a holiday 
tradition shared by Target, 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
School and the Greenbelt 
Police Department. Each 
student shopper gets a $100 
gift card made possible by 
contributions from private citizens 
and the Fraternal Order of Police. 
Teachers at the elementary school 
identify 20 needy students for the 
annual event. 

Sergeant Gordon Pracht makes 
the event a family affair. Daugh- 
ter Soraya, a junior at Northern 
High School and little brother 
Cord, an eighth grader at North-

ern Middle School in Dunkirk, 
Md., both help students shop. 
Cord accompanies Officer Justin 
Walker who joined the force in 
October. Walker helps 7-year- 
old Walter calculate his would-be 
purchases. Walter picks up a 
huge dinosaur. 

“That’s way out of your bud- 
get,” says Cord, who has grown 





weary of trying to manipu- 
late the orange calculator 
distributed at the beginning 
of the shopping spree. Cord 
totals the prices on his cell 
phone. 

As the small shoppers 
check out, they gather in 
the Target snack bar for free 
popcorn and drinks. Smiles 
appear through red and blue 
lips from sipping slurppies. 
“It was really fun meeting 
new people and getting to 
know them,” says Maggie, a 
sophomore at Eleanor Roos- 
evelt High School. Mag- 
gie came with her sister, 
Sth grader Katherine, who 
bought her mother shampoo 
and a sweater, her brother 
a shirt, her sister a Little 
Pony, her dad cologne and 
a robe for herself. 

When Master Police Of- 
fice Scott Kaiser announces 
a return trip to the club- 
house to wrap gifts and eat 
pizza, kindergartener Del- 
aney cheers, “Yea, pizza!,” and 
slips from her stool and under 
the counter with excitement. The 
students and family members and 
Greenbelt Police Department of- 
ficers and employees climb back 
into police cruisers and Greenbelt 
Recreation Department vans.

Earns CALEA Reaccreditation 


In a presentation at the No- 
vember 23 city council meeting, 
Lieutenant Carl Schinner an- 
nounced that the Greenbelt Police 
Department had been granted 
unconditional reaccreditation from 
the Commission on Accreditation 
for Law Enforcement Agencies, 
Inc. (CALEA) at the organiza- 
tion’s 90th conference, November 
20 through 22 in Salt Lake City. 
The department earned its first 
accreditation in November 2006 
on a conditional basis.

In April this year a team of 
CALEA assessors conducted an 
on-site review of the department. 
At the Salt Lake City conference, 
the Greenbelt team reviewed the 
on-site report with four CALEA 
Commissioners. The depart- 
ment was praised for meeting 
all applicable standards and 92 
percent of the other-than-manda- 
tory standards. 

Schinner explained that the 2006 
assessment focused on the systems 
and procedures that the Greenbelt 
Police Department had put in place; 
the 2009 reaccreditation determined 
how well the department was liv- 
ing up to these standards. The 
rigorous review covers all areas of 
police department operations; reac- 
creditation focuses on results after 
three years. 

The overall purpose of the 
CALEA program is to improve 
a department’s delivery of pub- 
lic safety services: maintaining 
a body of standards developed 
by public safety practitioners, 
including a wide range of up-to- 
date initiatives; establishing and 
administering an accreditation 


review process and recognizing 
professional excellence. 

Schinner also outlined the ben- 
efits that accreditation provides 
for the city and its residents, 
with Greenbelt policies measured 
against national standards. 

The accreditation 1s recognized 
by the Department of Justice and 
federal courts. An accredited 
department usually experiences 
reduced exposure to liability in 
lawsuits in a very litigious envi- 
ronment for public safety. Ac- 
creditation provides a framework 
for assuring that best-practice 
standards are updated and evolve 
with societal and public safety 
innovations. 

Although Schinner is the lead 
officer for the CALEA effort, in 
his presentation he told council 
that thanks and credit for the 
accomplishment should go to 
all members of the department, 
Jeff Williams and his staff in the 
finance office, Dr. Liz Park and 
Greenbelt CARES professionals, 
Kenny Hall and Public Works 
staff, as well as the city council 
and residents of Greenbelt.

Put Out that Cig! 


As I drove into the gas station, 
I noticed a man smoking a ciga- 


rette. I asked him to extinguish 
it as I was about to pump gas 
and he obliged. Since watching 
recent news broadcasts on how 
fires can start at gas pumps, I am 
reminded of the danger. 

I found an article at http:// 
archives.cnn.com/2002/US/12/05/ 
gas.pump.fires/index.html that 
outlines the following about static 
gas pump fires: static electricity 
buildup is more common in cool, 
dry air; static gas pump fires are 
more common in winter; static 
gas pump fires occur more often 
with women; static gas pump 
fires have been reported in 35 
states; and fires can be set off 
by doing something many motor- 
ists do — re-entering their cars 
while the gas is pumping. Move- 
ment can create friction against 
the car seat and build up static 
electricity in one’s body. Then 
when exiting the car and touching 
the pump nozzle, electricity can 
spark, igniting gas fumes from 
the gas tank. About a dozen vic- 
tims of static gas pump fires have 
talked to CNN. All said they 
had no idea this sort of fire was 
a possibility until it happened to 
them. And some say they will 
never put gas in their vehicles if 
their children are with them. 

Thank you, sir, for keeping 
us safer at the pumps. Let this 
be a reminder to us all of the 
importance of practicing safety 
and using common sense around 
gas pumps.

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Ann Walker Bittenbender 
Baton Soman ipanie and Coach 


Ann Walker Bittenbender of 
New Carrollton died of colon can- 
cer on November 21, 2009, at the 
age of 75. She was the daughter 
of pioneer Greenbelters Dudley 
and Johnnie Mae Walker, who 
lived in the 21 Court of Ridge 
Road. She attended Greenbelt 
schools and graduated from North- 
western High School in 1952. 

A talented dancer, tumbler and 


majorette, Ann Walker taught 
scores of young Greenbelt girls 
to march and twirl batons in the 
1950s and 60s when majorette 
groups were part of every parade. 
She and her friend Rhonda Bibler 
were the lead majorettes for the 
Greenbelt Community Band in the 
glory days of the band (see pho- 
tos on page 12). In high school 
she joined the Northwestern High 
School marching band and became 
co-leader of the majorettes. 

Ann was awarded a full scholar- 
ship to the University of Maryland 
for her gymnastic and baton-twirl- 
ing skills and marched with the 
UM Terrapin marching band. In 
the mid-1950s, she started a baton- 
twirling group called the College 
Park Majorettes which won a Na- 
tional Championship in 1960. 

In the early 1960s Ann co- 
founded the Redskinettes who 
danced, marched and cheered with 
pompons at all Washington Red- 
skin home games. With Mary Lu 
Bucci, she was co-choreographer 
and co-leader of the Redskinette 
line for about 15 years. 

Shortly after moving to New 
Carrollton in the mid-1960s, Ann 
and her husband Art Bittenbender 
started the “Carroll-Tones,” a ba- 
ton-twirling group that was also a 
drum and bugle corps. Starting 
out as a marching group, the Car- 
roll-Tones evolved into a competi- 
tive twirling corps that lasted until 
the late 1970s, spawning many 
state, regional and national cham- 
pion groups and individuals. 

In later years Ann entered the 
national and world stage. She 
began coaching and judging on a 
world level with the first world 
competition in 1980. She was 
coach of the baton-twirling team 
from Italy which won the world 
championship title an unprecedent- 
ed four times. She was involved 
with the U.S. Twirling Association 
in many aspects and in 2003 was 
inducted into the Association’s Hall 
of Fame. Ann’s daughter Barrie 
reported that at her mother’s fu- 
neral service, one of her peers said, 
‘Ann Bittenbender did more to fur- 
ther the sport of baton-twirling than 
anyone else in the organization.” 

Ann’s legacy continues today 
with her son Glenn, whom she 
coached to 30 national baton-twirl- 
ing championship titles and three 
world championships. Glenn trav- 
els nationally and abroad to teach 
this future Olympic sport. To date 
his students have won 10 world 
titles and numerous national cham- 
pionships. 

She was predeceased by her 
husband Art Bittenbender and son 
Craig.

to apply door insulation, while 
another demonstrated how to 
cleanly caulk a window. Another 
discussed how to cover a window 
frame with a plastic film product 
that does not impair the view. 

Also displayed were ways 
to prevent cold air infiltration 
through the use of such items 
as electric outlet gaskets, a door 
sweep and a “draft dodger.” GHI 
members can arrange for co-op 
staff to inspect the condition of 
entry-door brass weather strip- 
ping and the door sweep (which 
prevents a draft from under the 
door). 

Also displayed were an insulat- 
ing cover for a window air con- 
ditioner and strategies for sealing 
Spaces around a window unit. For 
window air conditioners, the best 
strategy is to remove the unit from 
the wall during winter. 

A sheer curtain and valence 
were on exhibit to demonstrate 
how to prevent heat from ris- 
ing upstairs from the first floor. 
This display showed that insulat-

ing materials at the bottom of 
stairs need not be thick to retain 
warm air locally on the first 
floor. (Small wind chimes add a 
nice touch). 

Ceiling Fans 

A displayed diagram showed 
that a ceiling fan gently circulat- 
ing in a clock-wise direction forc- 
es warm air down. The warmth 
circulates near the floor and rises 
up to be circulated continuously 
down in the room. Another pre- 
sentation featured two portable 
“spot heaters,” which radiate heat 
at a lower cost than heating a 
large area. 

Two testing devices were dem- 
onstrated: one was an infrared air 
leak detector and the second dis- 
played electrical usage by a home 
appliance.

Surfaces, Public Warned 


The Centers for Disease Con- 
trol (CDC) has become aware of 
an H1INI email phishing scam. 
They are alerting the public to 
avoid falling for this fake official 
notice meant to lure people into 
visiting an unsafe counterfeit web- 
site and providing personal details 
that can easily be misused. 

Referencing a CDC-sponsored 
State Vaccination Program for 
HIN1, the messages request in- 
ternet users to create a personal 
HINI (swine flu) Vaccination 
Profile on the CDC.gov website.

SOLD 
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Jim Cassels Award Goes 
For a Youth Music Series

The Greenbelt Consumer Co- 
operative, Inc. (GCC) awarded its 
fourth annual Jim Cassels Commu- 
nity Service Award at the annual 
meeting last month to the Friends 
of New Deal Cafe Arts (FONDCA) 
for initiating the Eileen Peterson 
Youth Music Series. In accepting 
the award on behalf of FONDCA, 
Barbara Simon stressed that “This 
is our first major educational out- 
reach and we are excited about 
collaborating with local schools.” 
The program is named in honor of 
Eileen Peterson who died in 2008. 
She was a FONDCA supporter and 
volunteer and was especially enthu- 
siastic about music and programs 
that involved young people. 

This annual award was estab- 
lished in 2006 to honor Jim Cas- 
sels on his retirement from the 
GCC Board. The award provides 
$1,000 to an organization or group 
to carry out a new project that will 
make a significant contribution to 
the Greenbelt community. Cassels 
gave tirelessly to his community, 
whether helping local groups, men- 
toring new cooperatives, guiding 
the formation and realization of 
senior housing or getting up at the 
crack of dawn to deliver newspa- 
pers in Green Ridge House. He 
was named Greenbelt’s Outstand- 
ing Citizen in 1978. 

The Cooperative hopes others 
who apply for this award in the fu- 
ture will be inspired to get involved 
and continue to make Greenbelt a 
special place. In previous years, 
the Cooperative has been pleased 
to recognize the work of several 
outstanding organizations including 
the Beaver Dam Watershed Watch 
Group, the Greenbelt Climate Ac- 
tion Network and the Greenbelt 
Tennis Association. They were 
fitting recipients of the award made 
in Jim Cassels’ memory. 

FONDCA 

Friends of New Deal Café Arts 
was founded in 2002 and is a 
nonprofit all-volunteer organization 
dedicated to supporting the arts in 
the New Deal Café and in Roos- 
evelt Center. Every year, in addi- 
tion to an art exhibition program at 
the New Deal Café, they sponsor 
free outdoor concerts in Roosevelt 
Center featuring a wide variety of 
music genres performed by local 
musicians. 

The Eileen Peterson Youth Mu- 
sic Series will bring young musi- 
cians from local schools to new 
audiences in Roosevelt Center on 
Saturday afternoons in the spring 
of 2010. Four concerts are planned 
and each may include one or more 
groups of young musicians. Bar- 
bara Simon, when receiving the 
award, said that “This program 
will further one of our goals — to 
contribute to the revitalization of 
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Roosevelt Center as the center of 
our community life in Greenbelt.” 

Last spring FONDCA pre- 
viewed the Eileen Peterson Youth 
Music Series with an inaugural 
concert performed by two groups 
of young musicians attending Rob- 
ert Goddard Middle School — one 
a jazz band and the other an elec- 
tric strings group. Representa- 
tives from Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School have stated that they would 
also be interested in performing in 
the series this coming year. Other 
schools will be encouraged to par- 
ticipate as well. 

One major goal of the Eileen 
Peterson Youth Music Series is to 
encourage local young musicians 
by offering them the opportunity 
to bring their performances to the 
community beyond their school 
audiences. Most of the award 
money will go to the musicians. 
FONDCA learned that school 
groups often need to raise funds 
in order to travel to participate in 
concerts in the United States and 
even abroad, as well as for such 
everyday expenses as purchasing 
new music. 

2009 Award Report 

After FONDCA received its 
award, Cam MacQueen gave a 
report on the success of last year’s 
winner, the Greenbelt Tennis As- 
sociation for its Community Kids’ 
Clinic. She reported that 45 chil- 
dren from 7 to 13 years of age 
took part in an 8-week, 1% hour/ 
session clinic in partnership with 
the Prince George’s Tennis and 
Education Foundation. The clinic 
was taught by Shawn Cummings, 
a professionally certified tennis 
instructor. Children who partici- 
pated were mostly from Springhill 
Lake Elementary, Greenbelt EI- 
ementary and Greenbelt Middle 
School. Most of the award money 
was used to pay for instruction 
and to purchase tennis rackets for 
the kids, many of whom would 
not have been able to participate 
otherwise. 

Applying for Award 

The Jim Cassels Community 
Service Award Selection Com- 
mittee will solicit applications for 
2010’s award next spring. Any 
organization can apply that plans to 
initiate and implement a new com- 
munity service project or activity in 
Greenbelt during 2011. The win- 
ner will be selected on the basis 
of the application and subsequent 
consideration by a panel comprised 
of members of the Cooperative.

Charity Donation Hints and Tips 


Attorney General Douglas F. 
Gansler is advising Marylanders 
to be donation-savvy this holiday 
season, a time when consumers 
receive many solicitations. While 
there are many reputable chari- 
table organizations, people need 
to be wary of the unscrupulous 
pretending to raise money for 
charities. 

Consumers are frequently 
contacted by telephone or door- 
to-door solicitors and should 
know the following informa- 
tion: 

The full name, address and 
phone number of the charity; if 
the charity (and/or paid fund-rais- 
er) is registered with the Mary- 
land Secretary of State; how 
much of the donation goes to- 
ward the charitable work and how 
much goes toward administrative 
costs or the fundraising company 
contacting the consumer; for what 


purpose the contribution will be 
used; and if the contribution is 
tax deductible. 

People are advised to be wary 
if the solicitor refuses to send 
written material or financial in- 
formation. Bogus charities use 
names and logos that closely 
resemble well-known organiza- 
tions. They often ask for a credit 
card number or offer to send a 
courier to pick up checks before 
a consumer can have a change 
of mind.
